Laughlin of Brooklyn is looked upon as an 
additional warning. 
A WARNING. 

Bishop Laughlin was ten years younger 
than Archbishop Kenrick, but his death was 
clearly the result of a physical break-down 
accelerated by overwork. 

Father Phelan, commenting on it editorially 
in to-day’s issue of the Western Watchman, 
views it in the light of a warning to the St. 
Louis diocese. He says: 

Our Archbishop is being lured to his death by the 
same overestim of his physical powers that proved 
such a fatal blunder in the case of the Bishop of 
Brooklyn.

THE END I8 NEAR. 


Walt Whitman, the Aged Post, Growing 
Weaker—No Hope of Recovery. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 81.—Walt Whitman’s 
physician states that he is growing weaker 
and that his lips and general features weara 
pinched and biuish look. His friends have 


no hope of his recovery. The physician 
stated this morning that the end is near, 
The aged poet reached his 7ist year in May 
last. e is a native of New York, and 
educated in the public schools of Brooklyn and 
New York City and learned printing, work- 
ing at that trade in summer and teaching in 
winter. Subsequently he acquired skillasa 
carpenter. For brief periods ne edited news- 
papers in New Orleans and in Huntington, L. 
I. In 1847-48 he made long pedestrian tours 
through the United States, general - 
* following the: courses of the great 
estern rivers and also extended his 
journey through Canada. His chief work, 
Leaves of Grass, published in 18565, is a 
series of poems dealing with moral, social 
and political problems, and more especial 
with the interests involved in nineteent 
century American Ute and progress. In it 
he made anew and abrupt departure as to 
form, owed his thoughts in a mold the 
— ＋ ‘of whieh is something between rythmi- 
= prose and verse, altogether discarding 
1 and regular meter, but uttering musi- 
thoughts in an unconventiona way 
which is entirely his own. Expecting the 
opposition and abuse with which his volume 
was assailed, he speaks of it as a sortie 
on common literary use and wont, on both 
spiritand form, adding that a century may 
elapse before itstriumph or failure can be 
assured. For thirty years Whitman cor- 
rected and added to this work and Leaves 
of Grass“ was, he declared five years ago 
‘*fnished to the end of its opportunities and 
powers, as my definite carte visite to the 
coming generations of the new world, if I 
may assume to say so.“ In the war Whit- 
man’s brother was wounded on the bDattle- 
feld, which ledtothe poet’s joining him in 
the camp, where he afterward remained asa 
volunteer army nurse at Washnigton 
ana in Virginia in 1962-65. His experiences dur- 
are vividly recorded in 
1865, and **Memoranda Dur- 
. 1867. His fatigue and night 
in 1864 brought on a serious iliness 
ch he never entirely recovered. In 
1870 he published a volume of prose essays 
called Democratic Vistas. In thie volume 
he explains that he uses the word demo- 
crat’’ in its widest sense as synonymous 
with the American form of government. From 
1865 to 1874 Whitman held a government 
clerkship in Washington. in February, 1873, 
the lingering effects of his nursing fatigues 
and iliness during the war culminated: in a 
1 tie attack. He left Washington for Cam- 
en, N. J., and was recovering whenin May 
of the same year his mother died suddenly 
in his presence. This shock caused a relapse. 
He abandoned Washingtun and set per- 
manently in Camden. 

Mr. Whitman has been called ‘‘the Good 
Gray Poet.’’ His admirers, especially inEng - 
land, have been extravagant in their praises 
ofhis works, comparing him with the best 
of the classic writers, and in this country 
Ralph Waldo Emerson said on the appear- 
ance of Leaves of Grass: 1 find it the 
most extraordinary piece of wit and wisdom 
that America has yet contributed. I find in- 
comparable things incomparably said. On 
the other hand the peculiar form of his 
writings prevents their popularity and their 
substance has been widely regarded as of no 
value. Leaves of Grass’’ has been con- 
demned for indecency on account of its out- 
spokenness,and when a complete edition was 
published in Boston in 1881 the Massachusetts 
Authorities objected to its sale in that State 
on the grouna of immorality. 

Besides the works mestioned above Mr. 
Whitman has published Passage to India, 
After All, Not to Create Only, Sands at 
Seventy, and a few others.

JUDGE NORTON’S OPINION, 


The letter of ex-Chief Justice NorRTON 
to Gov. FRANcIS on the electoral vote 
question does not even glance at the im- 
portant question raised in that connection. 
It is a very brief and direct answer on but 
two points which apparently were the only 
ones presented to him by the Governor. 

It says correctly, as Col, BROADHEAD’S 
letter does, that, ifthe Governor acts un- 
der the old statute of 1835, he must lay off 
the State into seventeen electoral districts. 
There is no question about that. But 
Judge NORTON does not touch the question 
as to how the election of seventeen electors 
from seventeen districts can be as the 
Legislature has directed, when in a later 
statute, which has governed the appoint- 
ment ofall presidential electors in Mis- 
souri since 1864, the Legislature has specifi- 
cally ordered that two of the electors shall 
be appointed from the State atlarge and 
the rest from districts identical with the 
Congressional districts. 

From what clause of the Constitution or 
what definition of executive fun ctions and 
powers the Governor derives authority to 
set aside and disregard the statute which 
has controlled the appointment of Mis- 
souri electors in the lastseven presidential 
elections, and to act upon an old and con- 
flicting statute of 1835, which has never 
regulated the appointment ofa single elec- 
tor, isaquestion Judge NORTON does not 
touch upon, as his opinion on that point 
was apparently not called for. 

He does say, however, thatin his opin- 
ion the vote of Missouri will not be re- 
jected if we treat the later and long en- 
forced statute as a nullity and appoint our 
electors for the first time as directed by the 
old statute of 1835, 

This simply means that Judge Norton 
would not reject our electoral votes on ac- 
count of this executive change in the man- 
ner of appointing the electors, But how 
often have electoral votes been counted at 
Washington which Judge Norton would 
have rejected, and how often have they 
been rejected when he would have counted 
them? 

No action by the Governor under the 
statute of 1885 can be consistent with the 
requirement of the statute of 1864. An 
amendment of the latter by the Legislature 
is the only thing that can guarantee the 
counting of Missouri’s full electoral vote 
in a close contest without question and 
without a dangerous controversy. 


As THE old year, with its strenuous 
labors, successes and disappointments, is 
passing away, and just before the pur- 
pling horizon heralds the dawn of a New 
Year, what better can we do to cheer and 
stimulate to fresh endeavors, the hoping, 
fearing, struggling men who have not yet 
achieved greatness, than quote the words 
uttered at a recent banquet by the dis- 
tinguished Mayor of St. Louis:

GOV, HUMPHREY BESIEGED BY CANDI- 
DATES AND THEIR FRIENDS, 


He Gives No Promises, but Declares the 
Appointment Will Be Made This Week 
~The Big Delegations Depart From 
Topeka-—Sketch of the Men Who Want 
the Vacant Seat. 


Topeka, Kan., Dec. 31.--The most sanguine 
applicant for senatorial honors this morning 
is Bishop W. Perkins, ex-Congressman from 
the Third District. Maj, E. N. Morrill seem- 
ingly leads the field, for the impression is 
growing more and more that no Topeka man 
will be honored. The Governor will give no 
information except that he will make the ap- 
pointment this week. Perkins expects the 
appointment to night asa New Year's pres- 
ent and thinks all he will have to do will be 
to hold the ground to-day which he recoy- 
ered yesterday. 

The most surprising strength has been 
shown by the Mofrill men, The claims of the 
ex-Congressman from the First were hardly 
taken into account until a delegation from 
his district rived in town and began to 
press his claims. Then it was discovered 
that Morrin had strength in all the other 
districts and no fight was being made upon 
him, 

The big delegations have all departed and 
only the chief lieutenauts are on guard to- 
day. Ben Simpson, the dark horse, crawled 
out of bis hiding- place and interviewed the 
Governor this morning. He had no sooner 
departed than State Senator Schilling was 
ushered into the private Executive room, 
and Schilling was followed by Cy Leland. 
Mr. Perkins called on the Governor at 2 
o’clock and made the last presentation of 
his claims at that time. He has 
answered fully and completely the 
charges that he criticised the 
State administration and Gov. Humphrey. 
Perkins attempted to show the Governor this 
afternoon that it would be foily to senda 
man to Washington to fill Senator Plumb’'s 
place who is unacquainted with the work 
there. Everything which Mr. Perkins could 
say in hisown behalf applied equally to ex- 
Congressman Morrill, andthat was what 
Senator schilling and Cy Leland attempted to 
show the Governor. 

The last delegation to presenta favorite son 
to the Governor was from Kansas City, Kan., 
with Wm. Buchan for the central figure. 
Buchan made a good showing at his home, 
but nobody outside of Kansas City ever 
thought he had the remotest chance of ap- 
pointment.

CHIEF JUSTICE HORTON, 

Albert H. Horton, Chief Justice of Kansas, 
isa quiet but strong candidate. He is too 
dignified to resort to nolsy methods, and it is 
doubtful if he himself is asking for anyone's 
support, Judge Horton is a rather large, 
spare-bullt man of 530 years. His hair is not 
yet touched by the frost which never melts, 
and de is of afirm, rugged look. He isa 
college man and shows it in his bearings. He 
isan Ann Arbor alumnus, but Kansas has 
been his greatest school. Here he has been the 
student of men and affairs for thirty years and 
over. Atchison claims him as hers inthe 
State directory, though he is virtually a To- 

eka man. His official career in Kansas has 

een: Presidential elector in 1868, United 
States District Attorney from 1869 to 1873; 
member of the State Legisiature, in the 
House and in the senate from 1878 to 1876, 
when he was appointed, andafew months 
afterward elected, as Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, which office he has occupied 
ever since, and has five more years coming 
to him. In the Senatorial contest of 1879 
Judge Horton was the central figure of the 
anti-Ingalls movement. Atonetime it was 
coneeded even by Ingalls’ friends that there 
were enough votes in the Horton caucus to 
elect him. But the superior generalship of 
Mr. Ingalls secured the victory for him. The 
election was one of the mostexciting in the 
history of the State. 

In the event of Mr. Horton’s appointment 
he could probably be re-elected, for in the 
election of 1890, when there was a great con- 
test, he led the Republican ticket several 
thousand votes. There is no dark cloud over 
any portion of his history. 

THOMAS A. OSBORN.

He was a for- 
midable enemy from start to finish, and Sena- 
tor Plumb, who respected that sort of a foe, 
and Senator Ingalls, who feared him, possi- 
bly, considering his old time tuck, had him 
appointed as Minister to Chili in 1877. He 
was made Minister to Brazil in 1881.

Osborn returned to his home in Topeka.

a. THROUGHTHE WALL 


Disastrous Railroad Accident at Main 
and Florida Streets. 


A FREIGHT CAR CRASHES INTO THE EX- 
CRLSIOR FOUNDRY BUILDING. 


The Structure Badly Wrecked—Inquest on 
Charlies Henry, the Stock Dealer Who 
Fell From a Balcony at St. John’s Hos- 
pital—Thomas Cleary Dies From the 
Effects of a Fall. 


A sharp, sudden jar of the ground at Sec- 
ond and Florida screets, at 8 o’clock this 
morning, followed by crashing walls and 
falling bricks, startled the workmen in that 
neighborhood, some thought that an earth- 
quake had taken place, and others 
that one of the many factories that crowd 
each other close in that part ofthe eity had 
exploded its boilers. The crash came with 
breaking walls on the north end of the Ex- 
celsior Stdve Works. A Chicago, St. 
Paul & Milwaukee freight car nheavily 
loaded with meats had been 
driven with tremendous force into the wall, 
after leaving the switch of the Merchants’ 
Terminal Railroad on the opposite side of the 
street. The car was driven into the wall 
fully ‘four feet, and the walls 
of the west side section of a 
four-story, three-section warehouse let go. 
The joists cracked, the bricks fell and iron 
girders snapped off. The wall eased down 
intd a V shape with great open 
“it. The floors from 
the second to the fourth stories 
were twisted out of all shape, while falling 
bricks and debris has damaged the stove 
stock in the warehouse to the extent of 

000. The building proper is used 
only for packin stoves and is 
about 45 deep with about 85 feet 
frontage. The entire weight of the big 
structure is now heldup by the car, across 
the top of which there isa beam supporting 
the second floor. As soon as the car moves 
there will be a complete collapse of the bulld- 
ing. The car that ran into the foundry 
was in charge of the crew of engine No, 3i of 
the Merchants’ Terminal. How the accident 
happened could not be ascertained. The en- 
gine pulled out after the accident for Venice.

BROADHEAD’S BAD BREAK. 


Sparke’ ‘Neat Dissection of a 
Much Tangied Opinion. 


Ina letter to a morning paper Senator 
Sparks of Warrensburg disposes of Col. 
Broadhead’s advice to Gov. Francis with the 
following clear and conclusive analysis: 


the argument of Col. Broadhead, brought 
forward in opposition to my contention, re- 
duces, on a final analysis, to two proposi- 
tions only: (1) That because a similar pro- 
vision to art. 8, and see. 1 ofart. 4 has 
appeared in every constitution from 1820 to 
the present time, and that ever since 1835 a 
section identical with see. 2,859 has stood 
upon the statutes, isa persuasive argument 
that the said section under consideration is 
constitutional. () That the power thus at- 
tempted to be delegated by the legislative 
branch of the Government to the Governor is 
a mere ministerial duty. 

The following language of Judge Phillips, 
called forth bya similar argument in sup- 
port of an unconstitutional statue, is the 
most appropriate answer that could be made 
to the first proposition. He says (Page 378, 
ex parte McDonald, 19 Mo. App. „ 370): 
suggested that a statute similar to this has 
been upon the statutes -since 1845, and that 
this factis persuasive proof thatthe Leg- 
islature has always recognized this as a 
proper construction of the Constitution, and 
that this fact must have been known to the 
framers of the constitution of 1875. It isa 
sufficient answer to this to say that no usurp- 
ation by a legislative body is consecrated by 
time, nor can one innovation of the funda- 
mental law justify its repetition. 

As to the second proposrtion.. that the 
duties delegated by this section to the Gov- 
ernor are merely ministerial, we have to sa 
that a ministerial office or duty is one whic 
merely involves the following of instructions, 
while a 3 or discretionary office or 
duty involves tiie exercise of judgment or 
discretion. The phrase is often used in 
Speaking of the delegation of authority. No 
agent can delegate to another the power 
which calls for the exercise of a discretion 
vestedin him. [kapeia 4 Lawrence Die- 
tionary, title, Ministertal. 

The making of a law eis a legislative act;the 
interpretation of law isa judicial one, he

thereon is likewise a judicial act;the execu- 
tion of the process, however, is a ministerial 
act. The laying off of the State into seven- 
teen electoral districts is the calling into 
existence that which did not before exist; it 
is a creative power; it involves the exercise 
of discretion, of judgment, and is not there- 
fore merely the exercise in an appointed way 
of the declared will of someone else. By 
this action of the Governor, new offices 
are called into existence which did not exist 
before. 
will of the Legislature, but his own inde- 
pendent judgment without responsibility to 
anyone. Nor is there any check or restraint 


power ofthe Czar of Russta. And when he 
create these seventeen new electoral dis- 

tricts, the fourteen districts now established 
and exisiting by law are abolished; the man-

an end. That is to say, he not only, under the 
guise of exercisinga ministerial duty, enacts 
a law, but he IIkewise repeals, with one 
stroke of the pen, existing statutes by

For we were told in the original 
opinion of Col. Broadhead that whenever the 
Governor exercised his power, see. 2,358 
was a dead letter. That istosay, the Gov- 
ernorcan not only make, but repeal laws. 
He abolishes the offices of fourteen Electors 
by districts and the twoatlarge and creates 
seventeen other offices. Yet, we are told 
that this is merely a ministerial duty. 

Col. Broadhead took occasion to point out 
that this statute had stood for fifty-five years 
unchallenged, yet he failed to point us toa 
single instance where a Governor had ever 
attempted to exercise this strange preroga- 
tive conferred upon him by the statute. 

For these reasons, and many others equally 
as forcible which might be brought forward, 
we adhere to the original proposition that 
sec. 2,359 is as plain an invasion of the 
fundamental! law as could be conceived.

Mme, Rattazzia’s Suit for Libel Against

fired one shot at his wife, slightly wounding 
her. When the train stopped at Montmoreau 
, Bouly de Lesdain sprang from the train 
and ga e himself into custody for the 
shooting. He wastried at the Charente As- 
siges, and on Nov. 18 he was acquitted.

He had left his valise, with its contents, in 
New York to pay a hotel bill of $25, reserving 
the right to take from ita Bible which his 
mother had presented him, acknowledging 
at the same time he had not read it. In his 
cravat wasa handsome diamond pin, which 
he said was a gift, and under no circum- 
stances would he pawnit. The man said in 
passing through Philadelphia he stopped to 
see John Wanamaker. The Postmaster- 
General was not in the city, but his con- 
fidential clerk offered him all the money he 
wanted, which he refused. The man did not 
act like one who had been drinking or wasa 
crank, and answered very much the descrip- 
of Mr. Marsh. At 7:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning he started down the railroad track 
in the direction of Baltimore. 

The Keystone Bank failed on the 10th of last 
February. Investigation of its affairs showed 
that its president, Gideon W. Marsh, was 
largely responsible for the wreck of the in- 
stitution, that he had falsified the bank’s 
books to cover his peculations, which 
reached nearly a million dollars. Marsh fied 
on May 27. 

Immediately following his disappearance 
Philadeiphia and, indeed, the whole country, 
was placarded with two notices: one issued 
from the office of the Mayor offered $5,000 re- 
ward ‘‘for the arrest, detention, and delivery 
to the authorities of the city of Philadelphia 
of Gideon W. March, etc., etc. Another 
offer of $1,000 was made by W. H. Wanamaker 
for Marsh’s arrest and detention. Here is his 
description: ‘‘Heis about 45 years of age; 
weighs from 180 to 200 pounds; about 5 feet 10 


inches in height; broad-shouldered ; 
well built; has care-worn 100K; dark 
brown hair; blue eyes; dark brown 


mustache, brown face, fair skin, good teeth, 
has middle finger on right hand injured b

whiskers and may let them grow. When last 
seen on May 27, 1891, he wore a brown derby 
hat, fat brim, brown or snuff-colored over- 
coat, plaid-check pantaloons, patent leather 
shoes, with over-gaiters, and carried a small 
alligator satchel and umbrella. 

Since Marsh left Philadelphia the officers of 
the law have bad not the slightest trace of 
his whereabouts. There wasa rumor that he 
was in hiding in New Jersey, but this proved 
to be unfounded. Another story was to the 
effect that he had sailed for South America, 
but no confirmation of this statement has 
been made. It wasthe failure of the Key- 
stone that caused the arrest, conviction and 
imprisonment of Honest“! John Bardsley, 
City Treasurer of Philadelphia, who had II- 
legally deposited $400,000 of public money 
in the Dank, every penny of which 
was lost to the le. 

The shady transactions of Keystone officials 
tarnished the name of Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker, who was mixed up in the affairs 
of the bank in a compromising way.

WORST IN YEARS. 


Heavy Storms in Colorado Impeding Rail 
way Traffic. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 81.—The storm now 
prevailing in this section is by far the most 
violent of recent years for this season.
